Complications 


The reporter, lonely in his 
room, thinking over what he has 
seen and heard, understands more 
far reaching complications of the 
many things wrapped up in the 
word Berlin. One is that this will 
cost a lot of money. (It already 
has.) The Kennedy administration 
will be required to spend many 
millions not included in the budg- 
et. If the Congress and the par- 
tisan leaders choose to continue 
to play domestic politics in such 
a time of crisis, we will pay an 
even heavier price. 

In Berlin, for example, it seems 
rather obvious that; if the talks 
fail, or if Khrushchev refuses gen- 
uine negotiations on a broad field 
of middle European problems, 
then the United States is quite 
likely to hear an order for total 
mobilization early in 1962. This 
will come as a great shock to a 
people who have been listening 
to domestic political partisans.

The Katanga soldiers have 
fought hard and bravely since 
United Nations forces took over 
in Elisabethville Sept. i3. They 
surprised everyone and threat- 
ened a long and bitter struggle. 


There are indications that when 
the U.N. struck in Katanga it 
expected almost no resistance. 


The cease-fire finds the U.N. 
in control of the Elisabethville 
Post Office and the airport. The 
radio station, which the U.N. took 
in bitter fighting, belongs to the 
dead. It is a complete wreck. 
The 25 bodies of the Katanga sol- 
diers who defended it remain 
there. 


There was little explanation 
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Wednesday night of the cease-fire 
agreement. 

The Katanga forces control the 
capital of Elisabethville and they 
have strong positions throughout 
the country.

The points of attack were the 
Post Office, which controlled com- 
munications, the radio station, 
and the house of Godefroid Mun- 
ongo, Katanga’s interior minister. 
He was the greatest opponent of 
the U.N. throughout the negotia- 
tions. The United Nations planned 
to arrest Munongo, but he es- 


caped. 


Sweden to Send 
Jets to Katanga 


STOCKHOLM (UPI) — Sweden 
will send a small unit of Swed- 
ish-built jet fighters to the U.N. 
forces in Katanga, the govern- 
ment announced Wednesday. 


The United Nations requested 
the jets and the Swedish govern- 
ment decided to comply with the 
request. The planes are SAAB 
J29 “‘flying barrel’ types such as 
bought recently by the Austrian 
Air Force.

The enabling act, entitled ‘‘The 
Law Concerning the Defense of 
the German Democratic Repub- 
lic,” was approved unanimously 
by the Volkskammer.

RUSSIANS RETURN 


Soviet diplomats were back, 
seeking a building of 40 rooms 
or more to house a new embas- 
sy.

Every onte ina while you get a pleasant surprise out here in Cairo. I was 
standing in the Shepheard’s lobby the other day, watching the big fat Nubian 
bellhops, who look like sunburned Nobles of the Mystic Shrine in their baggy 


Turkish ‘eats and their red tarbooshes—which is what they call a fez out here—when who should 


walk in but Professor Ray Nixon, 


Professor Nixon used to be 
head of the School of Journal- 
ism at Emory University but 
is now at the University of Min- 
nesota. 


He is traveling through this 
part of the world talking to 
newspaper and radio people 
about freedom of the press, and 
the responsibilities of a free 
press, and what not, and I hope 
that he gets his message across. 


People in different parts of 


the world have different ideas 
about journalists, and some 


countries seem to view them 
with great suspicion. 

It is easy enough to get into 
Iraq, for instance, if you are a 
businessman, or a professor, or 
maybe a tourist, but if you tell 
them you are a journalist, you 
get the same reception as if you 
had told them you were a leper, 
or maybe a carrier of typhoid 
fever. 


For example, we have been 
sending cables to Baghdad ev- 
ery day for a week, asking per-

have not gotten an answer. 

The Egyptians are different.

Do You Look Upon Prayer 


As a Privilege or as Burden? 


We have our family devotions together in the evening. After reading the 
‘ Bible and engaging in family prayer I usually take our little son and tuck him in 
bed. Thinking that he ought to develop his own prayer life, I always remind him 


to po before going to sleep. I have noticed two attitudes in his thinking regarding prayer within the 
last few months. Now attitudes are important. They determine, in large measure, the destiny of life. 


One night, after a busy day 
of play, when I encouraged him 
to pray, he said, “I don’t want 
to pray tonight: I’m too tired.” 
Prayer, at that moment, was 
a burden. Many people look upon 
prayer as a burden to be borné. 
For some, it is simply a me- 
chanical form to which a Chris- 
tian is committed. Others take 
the attitude that prayer is an 
obligation that must be fulfilled. 
The person who has discovered 
the real meaning of prayer does 
not look upon this experience as 
a duty. For this individual, pray- 
er is one of life’s highest privi- 
leges. 


Our theologians have told us 
that prayer, at its best, is com- 
munion with God. It is a 
conscious fellowship of the soul 
of man with God. It is a meet- 
ing of minds. It is the experi- 
ence of bringing our own heart- 
beats into perfect harmony with 
the will of God. 


I always enjoy going back 
home. This experience is never 
a burden. It is always a joy. 
To be with those you love is a 
privilege for which we ought to 
be thankful.

Vandiver, in his com- 
memorative address,  contin- 
ued: ““We all must admit, a cen- 
tury later, that neither patience 
nor skill of diplomacy could 
have avoided that terrible war. 
There was no United Nations 
in the eighteen-sixties.”’ 

Declaring that this nation 
must learn lessons from past 
conflicts such as the Civil War, 
Vandiver said:

that no Communist, no Ameri- 
can-Nazi, no agitator group, no 
lunatic fringe, can even pin- 
prick our armor of solidarity.”

histamine. 


We have come a fair step for- 
ward in discovering that pills can 
counteract some of this surge of 
histamine. For another big step, 
we have learned that giving very 
small doses of the offending sub- 
stances lets the body “learn” 
gradually how to build up de 
fenses against the substances. 
That’s what the shots do.

Aged Care 


Hospital Program 
Still Up in Air 


The state’s medical care for the 
aged program is ‘‘virtually as- 
sured’’ to go into effect on Janu- 
ary 1, 1962, in some of its phases, 
State Welfare Director Alan Kem- 
per said Wednesday. 


He admitted however, that 
while the nursing home provisions 
of the medical care program are 
nearing completion, the hospital 
program is ‘‘still up in the air.” 


The $7 million medical care 
program will help pay hospitali- 
zation and nursing home costs to 
Georgia's senior citizens receiv- 
ing old age assistance welfare 
payments, 


Dr. John Venable, director of 
the State Department of Health, 
Wednesday told members of the 
Georgia Hospital Advisory Coun- 
cil, “This is really a beefed-up 
public assistance program.” 


Advisory council members ad- 
mitted, however, that the real 
responsibility for the program's 
workability lies in the hands of 
the individual Georgia physicians. 
They said any sudden and unex- 
pected heavy influx of eligible pa- 
tients taking undue advantage of 
the new medical care program 
could wreck it financially before 
the program gets under way. 


REVIEW PLANNED 


A committee of the advisory 
council, and perhaps the council 
as a body, will review the entire 
medical assistance program be- 
fore it is sent to Washington for 
federal approval. 


This group includes represent- 
atives of the Medical Associa- 
tion of Georgia and other medi- 
cal and hospital organizations. 


Georgia's physicians treating 
patients under this program will 
be doing so without charge. 


Details on the program are still 
being worked out, Kemper and 
Dr. Venable said. Dr. Venable 
added, however, that initially, el- 
igible persons probably will be 
authorized ‘‘somewhere around 
10, possible 12 days of hospitali- 
zation’ under the program. 


Kemper warned that the pro- 
gram would be confined to neces- 
sary care in hospitals or nursing 
homes. \He said, ‘The patient 
isn't supposed to get super-duper 
treatment, the night club treat- 
ment with candles on the table. 
He’s to get just the care he 
needs.”’ 


The program is being admin- 
istered by the Welfare depart- 
ment, and this department is con- 
tracting with the Health depart- 
ment for certain vital services. 


NURSING HOMES 


Advisory council members also 
approved new licensing regula- 
tions for Georgia nursing homes. 
They noted, however, that the ap- 
proval was a mere formality as 
it had already been adopted by 
the Georgia State Board of Health 
and is now being put into effect. 


The regulations set out four 
types of home licenses being is- 
sued. 


One is the personal-care homes 
which will not offer nursing care, 
but will offer adequate lodging 
and food to the residents; another 
category is nursing care homes 
which wili give minimal nursing 
care; and the other two types are 
skilled nursing care homes and 
medical - nursing care homes 
which offer increasingly skilled 
nursing care. 


While council members gener- 
ally praised the intent of the new 
regulations, one admitted, ‘‘In 
Georgia, we have only met about 
10 per cent of our nursing home 
need. Are we correct in talking 
about quality when we're still so 
short on quantity?”

Mrs. Bruce Schaefer of Toccoa, Democratic 
National Committeewoman for Georgia, will kick 
off the “‘Dollars for Democrats’’ 1961 Crusade Fri- 
day, enlisting county co-chairmen, treasurers and 
district chairmen for the drive. Named by Gov. 
Vandiver as state director of the drive, Mrs.

Holmes is general manager 
of the Major Defense Systems 
Division, a unit of RCA Defense 
Electronic Products at Moores- 
town. He served as RCA project 
manager in the billion-dollar pro- 
gram to develop and construct 
a ballistic missile early warning 
system against Soviet inter-conti- 
nental missiles. 


In his new job, Holmes will 
be a key figure in the most dif- 
ficult, complex and costly tech- | 
nical enterprise ever undertaken 
by the United States.

WASHINGTON (‘UPI)—Rus- 
sia Wednesday fired its 14th 
fallout producing nuclear 
bomb since it resumed test- 
ing on Sept. 1. 

Announcement of the latest 
Soviet blast in the atmos- 
phere was made here by the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 

The AEC said it was set 
off early Wednesday in the 
vicinity of Novaya Zemlya 
and had a yield of about a 
megaton, or equal to a mil- 
lion tons of TNT. 

Russia, after a 34-month 
moratorium, resumed nucle- 
ar testing Sept. 1 with the 
explosion of a small bomb 
below the megaton range. 
Since then, the Soviets have 
detonated nuclear bombs in 
the low to intermediate range. 

The first three explosions 
were near Semipalatinsk, 
Central Asia. The fourth was 
east of Stalingrad. Since then, 
Russia testing has been car- 
ried out at Novaya Zemlya 
in the Artctic.

Southern Cal observers say Dodd isn’t overrating the Trojan 
flashes. In fact, they say sophomore Willie Brown can do more than 
any halfback since Jon Arnett. As a matter of fact, he did more in 
the spring game than Arnett. 


In the alumni game, Arnett gained 37 yards in five snaps against 
the varsity. Brown gleaned 57 yards in seven hauls for the Trojans. 
One of the most sought after players in coast history, Brown was 
player of the year two years ago in the CIF. In one game at Long 
Beach Poly, he rushed for 335 yards. 


Though Brown is a fabulous speedster, he isn’t as fast as 
Bates, who has been shifted from defensive halfback to end. 
Bates, No. 2 sprinter on Southern Cal’s 1961 NCAA championship 
track team, has been clocked in 9.6. 


“Stopping Brown and Bates is our problem,”’ Dodd repeated. “I 
don’t think they'll be able to run too much on us, but, like I say, 
those long passes can ruin us.
